CJ Jones, a state Department of Natu- 
ral Resources (DNR) trail steward, was 
hiking with a couple of volunteers 
through thick forest when they discov- 
ered the elusive “Fairy Cabin” late on a 
Friday afternoon in November 2016.

ted framed, sexually explicit images of 
girls affixed to the walls. Jones’ discov- 
ery sparked a monthslong investigation 
by the FBI that culminated with crimi- 
nal charges being filed last week 
against a Mill Creek man. 

The Seattle Times published a story 
Monday describing the investigation 
that led King County prosecutors to 


charge Daniel Wood, 56, with two 
counts of possession of depictions of 
minors engaged in sexually explicit 
conduct. The story went viral, prompt- 
ing DNR officials to make Jones avail- 
able for media interviews Tuesday. 
Jones, now 29, recounted details of 
his involvement, with his sequence of 
events differing slightly from those 
outlined in criminal charging papers. 
The state DNR works with King 
County and the U.S. Forest Service, 
which are the other large landowners in 
the area, Jones said. The cabin is locat- 
ed within the Mount Baker-Snoqualmie 
National Forest, which is under Forest

omething quite astounding has hap- 
pened in West Seattle these last two 


months. 

More than 500 people were so emotion- 
ally attached to a coffeehouse that they 
came up with at least $77,240 to save it 
from being torn down. 

For 15 years it has been doing business as 
the C & P Coffee Company in a turn-of-the- 
century bungalow on California Avenue 
Southwest. 

The historic building and the friendly 
place were a perfect match in yet another 
neighborhood undergoing development 
upheaval. 

Liz Nason, 71, who’s retired from manag- 
ing catering at the University of Washing- 
ton, and her husband, James Nason, 74, a 
retired Metro bus driver, gave $500. 

The Nasons are not exactly rolling in 
money. 

That $500 could have gone to savings to 
paint their home that’s a 10-minute walk 
from C &P. 

“In the world of economics in which 2 
plus 2 equals 4,” says Liz Nason, “that’s too 
much money. But in a world where a place 
like this is priceless, it wasn’t enough.” 

With the GoFundMe money and an un- 
specified agreement with the current own-

TOPS GOOGLE PARENT ALPHABET 


Beating search giant latest sign 
of e-commerce giant’s rapid rise

Amazon has become the second most 
valuable publicly traded company in the 
world. 

The Seattle retailer on Tuesday topped 
Google parent Alphabet, landing for the first 
time in the No. 2 spot by the stock market’s 
reckoning, behind only Apple. 

Amazon’s move past the Mountain View, 
California-based search giant is the latest 
sign of the company’s rapid ascension in the 
last few years from an online retailer to a 
sprawling conglomerate with interests from 
business software to brick-and-mortar gro- 
cery retail and air transport. 

Three years ago, Amazon was ranked 34th 
by market capitalization, according to S&P 
Capital IQ. 

“Its been remarkable the number of new, 
large markets that they’ve been able to 
open,” said Brent Thill, an analyst who
